TP&L Head Replies 
To Carter Proposals 


Viewed 


Texas Power & Light Co. is already 
implementing many of the major 
energy proposals of President Jimmy 
Carter, TP&L President J.F. Skelton 
said Thursday. 
Skelton’s 
statement 
follows 
President Carter’s energy message to 
Congress and the Nation Wednesday 
night. 
Skelton cited President Carter’s call 
for utility companies to move from 
using natural gas and oil to other fuels 
such as coal and nuclear. He noted 
TP&L began planning for the use of 
lignite coal in the 1940’s when the 
company negotiated its first lignite 
leases in East Texas. 
TP&L and its affiliates, Dallas 
Power & Light, and Texas Electric 
Service Co., began using lignite for 
generating electricity in 1971. Skelton 
said that currently, 40 percent of the 
electricity 
supplied 
to 
TP&L 
customers is generated by lignite, and 
by the end of 1978, that figure will 
reach 62 percent. 
“We plan to move into the nuclear 
age in 1981,” Skelton noted, “when the 
first unit at our Comanche Peak 
facility is scheduled for service. 
President Carter’s proposal for 
streamlining the licensing process for 
nuclear plants would certainly make 
easier the job of getting Comanche 
Peak in operation.” 
The TP&L president also noted that 
a new company affiliate, CHACO 
Energy Co., was created late last year 
to provide sub-bituminous coal from 
New Mexico. CHACO Energy has 
already leased 400,000,000 tons of this 
coal. Some of the company’s existing 
gas-oil-fired plants will be rebuilt to 
utilize this fuel. 
Skelton said the company is in the 
midst of a massive construction 


program that will see 72 percent of the 
company’s production coming from 
lignite, 18 percent from nuclear and 
coal, and only IO percent from gas and 
oil by the mid-1980’s. 
“Changing from gas and oil to 
lignite, coal, and nuclear fuels is 
expensive,” said Skelton. “In the case 
of lignite, hundreds of millions of 
dollars must be spent to build new 
plants near lignite deposits. The costs 
of converting existing plants for use of 
lignite and transporting the lignite to 
those plants would be even greater.” 
Skelton supported President Car­ 
ter’s call for greater use of solar 
energy. He noted the company has 
been 
involved 
in 
limited 
ex­ 
perimentation with solar equipment. 
“Solar has some distance to go,” 
said Skelton, “But certainly Mr. 
Carter’s proposal would provide 
encouragement 
of 
additional 
development and a speedup of greater 
use of this virtually untapped source 
of energy. 
“The changes dictated by President 
Carter’s proposals to Congress will 
mean tremendous capital outlay for 
Texas Power & Light,” Skelton said. 
“To meet the challenge, we must have 
the support of our customers and 
adequate rate relief from the various 
regulatory bodies so that we may 
obtain the dollars for necessary 
construction.” 
Regarding Carter’s environmental 
concerns, Skelton said, “we too, want 
to maintain clean air and good land 
management. But we would hope that 


environmental requirements for our 
lignite and nuclear plants would not 
become unreasonable or an obstacle 
to our progress.” 
On the matter of electric rates, 
Skelton said the company agrees that 
rates should be based on the cost of 
service. TP&L he said, has and will 
continue to establish rates that are 
fair and equitable to all customers. 
However, “Time-Of-Day” pricing, 
as proposed by President Carter 
needs more study, according to 
Skelton. 
“Under present circumstances,” he 
said, “the cost of installing necessary 
metering equipment for such a 
program would more than offset any 
savings to the customer.” 
The TP&L president said Mr. 
Carter’s proposals for conservation of 
energy closely parallels the com­ 
pany’s program to assist customers in 
eliminating energy waste and cutting 
their cost of electricity. 
“We have urged our customers to 
add insulation, storm windows, and 
weather stripping to minimize energy 
loss,” said Skelton. “We have also 
encouraged them to maintain ap­ 
propriate thermostat settings and to 
use more energy efficient appliances 
in the home.” 
In this regard, Skelton said, the 
company will initiate within the next 
30 to 45 days, a program to assist 
customers in improving the energy 
efficiency of their homes and 
buildings. In some cases, he said, the 
company will assist customers in 
obtaining necessary financing for 
such improvements. 
“But conservation will not ac-

Plano residents—along with most of 
the nation—turn the clock ahead one 
hour starting Sunday, beginning six 
months of Daylight Saving Time. 
The “fast time” becomes official at 
2 a.m. 
but the Dept, of Trans­ 
portation, which handles time zones 
and changes in the country, advises 
setting the clocks ahead one hour 
before turning in Saturday night. 
If you go to bed, say at IO p.m., then 
turn the clock to ll. You lose an hour, 
but get it back again on the last 
Sunday in October when clocks are 
turned back one hour to Standard 
Time. 
The common formula advocated by 
many to remember the always con­ 
fusing time change is “Spring for­ 
ward, fall back ” 
There are exceptions to this time 
change, however. 
Arizona and 
Hawaii, as well as Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Island and American Samoa, 
have never come under Daylight 
Time. So their residents don’t need to 
fool with their clocks. There also are 
some counties in Indiana which don’t

The present system of starting 
Daylight Time on the last Sunday in 
April and returning to Standard Time 
on the last Sunday in October was set 
up in the 1966 Uniform Time Act. 
The act permitted any state to 
exempt itself in the whole or part from 
the time changes, which resulted in 
the current patchwork system. 
Bills are introduced annually in 
Congress to revise the act, but have 
never won final approval except in 
1973 when an emergency act called for 
year-round fast time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 
boycott. 
That act was repealed in 1975 after 
heavy protests that children were 
endangered going to school in the dark 
and claims that only a minimal 
amount of energy was saved. 
Ibis year, at least six bills have 
been introduced in Congress, again 
calling for various changes in the 1966 
act, but little chance is seen for their 
passage.

garden 
Bureau has just completed a 
survey of garden seed 
marketers, and spring sales 
have overcome the slow 
start caused by the severe 
winter . Prospects look rosy 
for an all-time record year, 
it is reported. 


Retailers in warm areas 
where planting is underway 
are reporting heavy runs on 
seeds and plants, especially 
of vegetables. The drought 
has not caused a significant 
reduction in sales of garden 
seeds in the West. 


Retailers report that the 
major reason for the intense 
interest in food gardening 
appears to be the threat of 
higher prices for fresh and 
processed vegetables. Home 
gardeners are reacting to 
the news of western water 


shortages and nationwide 
increases in production and 
marketing costs for com­ 
mercial vegetables. 


The 
National 
Garden 
Bureau emphasizes that 
never before have there 
been so many compelling 
reasons for each person to 
produce part of his own food 
needs. The escalation in 
prices of fresh and processed 
produce has made it more 
profitable for gardeners to 
plant vegetables, even in 
small plots or containers.

Vegetable gardening can 
be 
both 
exciting 
and 
rewarding! 
Many Texans 
living in urban areas would 
like to garden but feel that 
lack of space limits their 
gardening activities. This 
may be true to a degree, but 
regardless of where you live 
in Texas, you can have an 
enjoyable and productive 
vegetable garden. A “micro­ 
garden” or container garden 
can be an attractive part of 
the landscape of an urban 
home or apartment, whether 
on a windowsill, patio, 
rooftop, balcony or doorstep. 
What can you grow on a 
doorstep? Most vegetables 
that 
grow 
in 
typical 
backyard gardens also will 
grow well in containers 
under favorable growing 
conditions. Most important 
factors for successful con­ 
tainer gardening are suf­ 
ficient sunlight, proper^ 
moisture, adequate fertility 
and, perhaps most im­ 
portant of all, tender loving 
care. 
An important plus for 
container gardening is that 
containers are movable to 
areas 
receiving 
ideal 
growing conditions or where 
they are protected from 
unfavorable 
weather. 
Another advantage is that 
conditions such as poor soils, 
weeds or soil-borne insects 
and diseases are not serious 
problems. 
Most vegetables can grow 
in containers, but some are 
more suitable. Since limited 
space is the reason most 


people 
begin 
container 
gardening, the gardener 
should grow vegetables 
which will produce a large 
quantity of food for the 
amount of space and time 
they require. 
Crops for container gar­ 
dening include tomatoes, 
pepper, eggplant, squash, 
leaf lettuce, herbs and green 
onions. To add color to a 
patio or windowsill, plant 
ornamental peppers, red- 
leaf lettuce, red cabbage or 
flowering kale. 
Various containers are 
suitable for growing plants, 
including bushel baskets, 
drums, gallon cans, wooden 
boxes, washtubs and plastic 
trash cans. Size of container 
should vary with the plants 
grown 
and 
the 
space 
available. Plant smaller 
vegetables in eight inch to IO 
inch pots, and larger crops 
such as tomatoes, peppers 
and eggplant in three-to-five 
gallon containers. 
Good drainage is im­ 
portant 
when 
growing 
vegetables in containers. A 
three-to-five gallon con­ 
tainer should have at least 
four drainage holes. 
Many suitable types of soil 
mixes are available for 
growing 
vegetables 
in 
containers. A “synthetic 
soil” is ideal as it is disease 
and 
weed 
free, 
holds 
moisture and yet is well- 
drained and lightweight. 
Many of these soil mixes are 
available at local nurseries. 
You can make your own by 
mixing IO tablespoons of 
limestone, five tablespoons 
of 0-20-0 (superphosphate) 
and one cup of garden fer­ 


tilizer such as 6-12-6 or 5-10-5 
to one bushel each of ver­ 
miculite and peatmoss. 
It is best to transplant 
healthy plants into con­ 
tainers rather than seeding. 
Transplants may be pur­ 
chased at local nurseries or 
grown 
at 
home. 
When 
transplanting, avoid injury 
to the young root system. 
Plants growing in con­ 
tainers require adequate 
fertility for vigorous growth 
and high yields. The best 
way to provide nutrients to 
plants is to prepare a 
nutrient solution and pour it 
over the soil mix. Many good 
commercial fertilizer mixes 
are available to make 
adequate nutrient solutions. 
Always use a water soluble 
fertilizer to avoid build-up of 
excessive salts in the con­ 
tainer. 
Need for watering with the 
nutrient solution will vary 
but generally two or three 
times per week is adequate. 
As plants mature, more 
frequent watering may be 
necessary, perhaps even 
daily. Water with plain tap 
water at least once a week to 
leach out material that may 
accumulate in the soil mix. 
Vegetables 
grown 
in 
containers 
also 
are 
susceptible to attack by 
insects and diseases. Inspect 
the plants periodically for 
the presence of foliage 
feeding insects as well the 
occurrence 
of 
disease. 
Timely applications of ap­ 
proved fungicides and in­ 
secticides should be helpful 
if insects 
and 
disease 
become serious problems. 


marketing system is a good 
place to start. Just having a 
garden to compost clippings, 
trimmings and weeds in­ 
stead of hauling them to the 
dump conserves resources 
and reduces pollution. 


Retailers are reporting 
evidence of changes in 
lifestyle. 
People 
are 
beginning to turn away from 
expensive, 
energy-wasting 
recreation to the quiet 
creativity of gardening. 
Many are taking up gar­ 
dening b^ause it permits 
them to live in harmony with 
nature without selling all 
and moving to the country. 


One seed store manager 
observed, “Some are gar­ 
dening for the sake of their 
stomachs, others for the 
sake of their souls, and some 
because they get a kick out 
of beating the system. 
Gardeners can save a lot of 
money in food bills, yet one 
doesn’t have to pay taxes on 
his gain!” 


Old-timers in the seed 
business 
are 
especially 
aware of the increasing 
involvement of women and 
young people in food gar­ 
dening. Not too many years 
ago gardening for some 
families was divided by 
gender: the man cared for 
the lawn and vegetable 
garden while the woman 
planted the flowers. More 
and more teenagers and 
couples with small children 
are growing flower and 
vegetable gardens. 


The 
National 
Garden 
Bureau is convinced that this 
is not a 
fad but solid 
evidence that people are 
seeking better nutrition and 
a more serene, fulfilling life. 
The Bureau recommends 
gardening for people of all 
ages and income levels. It is 
one of the few hobbies one 
can pursue successfully 


without a great deal of in­ 
vestment, study or equip­ 
ment. 
“Just a plot of land or a 
few containers, a survey of 
seed displays or catalogs, 
basic hand tools and you’re 
on your way,” a spokesman 
said. “Start small and learn 
as you grow; it’s really very 
simple.”

Dear Doc: Can Easter 
lilies be planted outside after 
they've finished blooming? 
What kind of light do they 
need? Special soil? 
Easter lilies can be set out 
immediately after they’ve 
finished their flowering. 
Like most other lilies, 
they’re totally hardy and 
will continue to bloom for 
several years, though their 
blooming 
date will 
be 
somewhere in May. Select a 
well 
drained 
site 
that 
received at least morning 
sun and set the plant in a 
loose, highly organic soil 
mix. 
Better 
mark 
its 
location, so you won’t send a 
spade through it during the 
dormant season. 
Dear Doc: Is it possible 
the bordeaux mixture you 
suggested we use on our 
sycamore could kill the St. 
Augustine underneath? It’s 
so much slower to green up. 
Ifs not the bordeax. The 
grass may just not be as 
strong due to shading and 
root competition. This is a 
com m on 
la n d sc a p in g 
problem, even when no 
sprays have been used. Glad, 
too, you reminded us to 
spray 
sycamores 
im­ 
mediately to prevent the 
devastating 
anthracnose. 
Dear Doc: Our fig bush 
lost at least half of its 
growth, apparently during 
the cold weather. It’s leafing 
out now near the ground. 
Should we prune it back or 
give it more time? Will it 
bear this year? 
You can go ahead with the 
pruning shears, cutting back 
to the first live wood. Keep 
your plant well watered and 
fertilized and you stand a 
good chance of a crop this 
year. 


Dear Doc: Our avocado 
tree has outgrown the house. 
Can we plant it outside? Will 
it 
eventually 
have 
avocadoes? 
Ifs far too cold in all of 
Texas except the very south- 
most tip to grow avocados 
outside. Consider cutting it 
back to encourage resprouts 
from the trunk. You might 
also just want to plant 
another seed to get a fresh 
start. 


Dear Doc: How well will 
American holly grow in our 
part of Texas? We had one in 
Lufkin and would like to get 
another one growing. 
American hollies (Hex 
opaca) need (I) acid soils, 
(2) afternoon shade and (3) a 
fairly humid environment. 
For most of north Texas 
conditions just aren’t quite 
right. 


Dear Doc: We’ve always 
enjoyed geraniums and want 
to plant one or two dozen in 
our yard. What special 
preparation do we need to 
make. Also, how good are 
the seed-grown types? 
Geraniums do best in full 
sun during cooler spring and 
fall weather. During the dog 
days of summer they prefer 
afternoon shade. All of which 
says they’re naturals for 
containers, so you can alter 
their exposures as needs 
dictate. The seed grown 
varieties are outstanding: 
many 
harmful 
and 
highly 
free of 
diseases 
vigorous. 


Dear Doc: Our Chinese 
elm has a couple of huge 
roots that have grown up out 
of the soil and are a hazard 
to the kids. What can we do?

If the roots stick out too far 
to cover with fill soil, you 
may just want to cut them 
off flush with the trunk and 
under the soil. If you’re 
cutting more than one large 
root, you’d better do one at a 
time, four to six months 
apart 


Dear Doc: Can you buy a 
rotary lawn mower that will 
cut the dwarf Tiff bermuda 
lawns? 
Not that I know of. Most 
rotaries won’t cut below \ 
inch, far too tall for these 
grasses. 
Plus 
rotaries 
require a perfectly level soil 
for best appearance—hard 
to obtain. Reels will be your 
best bet. 


Dear Doc: Our purple sage 
has dropped almost all of its 
leaves. Is this normal? 
For this part of the state it 
is, particularly after a 
severe winter like this one. 
Even by now it should be 
sending out new shoots.

What can be better than 
vine ripened, juicy tomatoes 
or crisp green beans picked 
fresh from your own gar­ 
den? Somehow what you’ve

yourself 
always 
seems to taste better. 
Of course, you need to do 
some thinking and planning 
before you start your garden 
so you’ll get the best results 
possible. A 49-page booklet 
from the U S. Dept, of 
Agriculture is designed to 
help. It tells how to prepare 
the soil, arrange the garden, 
and plant and care for 58 
kinds of vegetables. For

There are a couple of 
things to consider before you 
decide where to plant your 
garden. 
Check out how much 
sunlight your yard gets. If 
you’re 
growing 
leafy 
vegetables, they can get by 
in partial shade, but other 
vegetables 
need 
direct 
sunlight. 
Garden soil needs to be 
fertile, deep, tillable, and 
well drained. It also should 
be reasonably free of stones. 
Unless you live in a dry­ 
land area, you should keep 


all the garden space fully 
occupied throughout the 
growing season. When you 
arrange the garden, group 
all early-maturing crops - 
together so that as soon as 
one crop is removed, you can 
plant another to take its 
place. Its best to follow a 
crop with an unrelated one. 
For instance, early peas 
or beans can be happily 
followed by late cabbage, 
celery, carrots or beets. You 
don’t always have to wait 
until the early crop is en­ 
tirely removed—you can 
plant a later one between the 
rows of the early crop, for 
example, sweet corn bet­ 
ween potato rows. But, crops 
that are likely to be attacked 
by the same diseases and 
insects shouldn’t follow each 
other. 
If you’re planning a small 
garden, you only need a few 
tools. Ifs better to buy a few 
simple, high-grade tools that 
will last than to get poorly 
designed or low 
grade 
materials that are good for 
only a season or two. 
For most gardens, the only 
tools you'll need are a spade 
or spading fork, a steel bow 
rake, a seven-inch common 
hoe, and a garden hose. A 
trowel can be useful in 
transplanting, but it’s not 
essential.

Dependable Producer 
Iris Recommended 


Looking for a dependable 
producer for a spot in your 
landscape? Iris may well be 
your answer. 
Irises, for example, are 
among the most disease and- 
insect-free plants a gardener 
can grow. Almost any good 
garden soil will sustain a 
planting of irises. Select a 
sunny, well-drained location 
and prepare the soil to a 
depth of 12 to 15 inches, 
working organic m atter in 
liberally. 
Generally irises are dug 
and replanted from July to 
October and spaced IO to 24 
inches apart to allow plenty 
of growing room. Planting 
holes should be eight to IO 
inches deep and backfilled 
with well rotted compost. 
Rhizmmes (roots) should 
be planted just under the 
surface of the bed. Water 
thoroughly after planting 
and throughout the seasons 
as needed. 
Fertilize in early spring 


and in late fall with a high 
phosphate fertilizer such as 
10-20-10 or 5-15-10. Cultivate 
weeds shallowly, since main 
iris roots are right near the 
soil’s surface. 
Prosperous irises will need 
dividing every three or four 
years. Select healthy, active 
rhizomes and dig by cutting 
plants loose one from the 
other. Wash the cut rhizomes 
and allow to air dry several 
hours before planting. Dust 
with sulphur, captan or 
aresan to prevent disease. 
H u n d r e d s , 
e v e n 
thousands, of iris varieties 
have been developed by 
active society hybridizers. 
Generally they’re classed 
into groups, including the 
following: 
The first of the better 
known 
and 
more widely 
grown garden irises to make 
its appearance in the spring 
is the m iniature dwarf 
bearded 
(MOB) 
which 
grows up to IO inches in 


height. 
Stems 
are 
un­ 
branched and depend on 
many bloom stalks for mass 
and continuing bloom effect. 
Next in progression of 
bloom is the standard dwarf 
bearded (SDB) which grows 
IO to 15 inches in height and 
may be branched. 
Next is the intermediate 
bearded (IB) which grow 15 
to 28 inches in height and are 
branched. 
The 
IBs 
are 
tough, 
vigorous 
and 
floriferous. 
The most widely grown 
iris in gardens throughout 
America today is the tall 
bearded iris 
(TB) 
which 
grows 28 inches and higher 
and portrays all 
of the 
colors, hues and blends of 
the rainbow. 
Irises are no newcomer to 
gardens, being recorded as 
early as 1500 B.C. Irises are 
still used in parts of the 
world for food, perfume, 
dyes, 
tooth 
pastes and 
cosmetic accessories.

Community Gardening Eyed 


European Tradition Is Catching On Here 


Senior citizens are doing it 
in Vancouver, Wa. and 
Denver, Colo. Young people 
are getting into the act in the 
Washington, D C. Youth 
Gardens. 
Employees at the huge 
R.C.A. Corp. in Princeton, 
N J. are digging in. Con- 
dominimum 
apartment 
dwellers 
have 
gotten 
together at Heritage Village 
in Southbury, Conn. and are 
truly enjoying it. 
All over the U.S. in­ 
dividuals and families who 
have little or no land of their 
own suitable for gardening 
are getting together and are 
gardening 
in 
organized 
community garden sites. 
According to Gardens For 
All (the National Assn. for 
Gardening), in Shelburne, 
Va., there are upwards of 
three million people gar­ 
dening this way on an 
estim ated 30,000 garden 
sites. 
On top of these numbers 
are 
about 
32 
million 
vegetable gardeners who 
have plots on their own 
property. All this makes 
gardening one of the most 
popular leisure time pursuits 
of the American public. 
C o m m u n i t y , 
o r 
cooperative, gardening is 
not a new phenomena, either 
here in the U.S. or abroad. In 
fact, community gardens in 
the U.S. started as far back 
as the turn of the century. 
Just recently, however, the 
c o m m u n i t y 
g a r d e n 
movement has received 
considerable 
public 
a t­ 
tention and publicity, par­ 
ticularly 
as 
they 
mushroomed in the face of 
inflation and rising good 
costs in the early 1970’s. 
Community gardens in 
Europe are a tradition, and 
have been traced back 
several centuries. Currently, 
there are more than one 
million leisure gardens in 
Great Britain, about one-half 
million in West Germany, 
36,000 in Switzerland and 
out 30,000 in Sweden. 
re are thousands more in 
Denmark, France and the 
Netherlands. 
In the U.S., 1975 was a 
peak year for growth in 
community gardening. 
In 
fact, according to a survey 
by Gardens For All, about 
four in ten of existing 
c o m m u n i t y 
g a r d e n 
programs were established 
that year. Eighteen percent 
were organized in 1974; 
another 18 percent prior to 
1974, and 22 percent were 
organized in 1976. 
All indication s point to 
continued growth in 1977— 
almost half (48 percent) of 
the survey respondents, for 
example, plan to expand the 
number of individual garden 
plots this year. 
The Gardens For All 
survey also pointed out that 


m unicipalities (including 
parks 
and 
recreation 
departm ents) 
are 
the 
biggest single sponsor of 
U.S. community gardens (39 
percent). Federal govern­ 
ment programs (including 
Community 
Action) 
ac­ 
counted for 17 percent of the 
c o m m u n i t y 
g a r d e n s . 
Schools, 
churches 
and 
businesses each accounted 
for 9 percent of community 
garden sponsorship. 
In terms of size, the survey 
indicated that some 20 
percent of the programs 
consisted of 51-100 plots and 
19 percent consisted of 26-50 
plots. Better than IO percent 
of the programs responding 
reported more than 500 
participants. 


A high proportion of the 
program s 
(39 
percent) 
reported that plots were 
offered to gardeners free. 
Another 31 percent reported 
fees of $5 or less. It should be 
noted, however, that 17 
percent of the programs 
were under some kind of 
federal sponsorship which 
provided 
funding 
for 
oerations. 
New Trends 
Several trends discernible 
in the community gardening 
movement in 1976 should 
accelerate in 1977. 
An increasing involvement 
and 
support 
by 
state 
governments—Connecticut 
and Massachusetts passed 
legislation 
to 
increase 
community gardening on 
public lands. Pennsylvania 
has intensified its already 
successful “ inflation gar­ 
den’’ program on 
public 
lands. In 1976, the program 
involved 300,000 garden plots 
- 5,600 on state owned land. 


The Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service was active in 
most of the states to promote 
community gardening and 
provide 
instruction 
in 
gardening 
and 
food 
preservation to support 
c o m m u n i t y 
g a r d e n 
programs. 
At the Federal level, the 
C o m m u n i t y 
A c t i o n 
Administration was active in 
support 
of 
community 
gardening through local and 
regional CAP programs and 
funding to provide plowing, 
seeds, fertilizer, tools and 
technical assistance to low 
income families. 
At the minicipal level a 
significant trend was the 
recognition of community 
gardening as recreation— 
m oreover, 
as 
family 
recreation—and assuch, a 
highly constructive neigh­ 
borhood and community 
activity. In the majority of 
cities 
with 
community 
gardening program s, the 
administration is under the 
jurisdiction of the parks and 
recreation department.

published by the Forest 
Service found that a well- 
landscaped home will sell for 
as much as 20 percent more 
than a similar house without 
trees, shrubs, plants, and a 
healthy lawn. Not only will a 
house sell for more if it is 
landscaped properly, but it 
will sell easier. In about 200 
examples it was found that a 
home with an abundance of 
trees had a much greater 
sales appeal than the others.

Shrub ‘Thinning’ Discussed 


Sculpturing Out Of Place In Home Garden 


Most 
professional 
a r­ 
borists recommend that 
shrubs be “ thinned” by 
removing about one-third of 
the old stems each year, 
allowing new stems to take 
their place. 
All too often, shrubs are 
merely sheared at some 
convenient level. Unfor­ 
tunately, this produces what 
all “heading” does, a bush- 
topped shrub with bare 
lower branches. Since many 
shrubs are grown mainly for 
their beauty in flower, the 
time of pruning should be 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
a f t e r 
flowering. This will allow 
time for the setting of flower 
buds for next season’s 
bloom. 
Spring flowering shrubs 


should be pruned in the 
spring when flowering is 
completed, 
and 
fall 
flowering shrubs similarly in 
the fall. 
However, 
the 
pruning of the fall varieties 
may be delayed until the 
dorm ant 
season, 
if 
necessary. 
Evergreens 
are 
best 
pruned in late winter or 
early 
spring. 
Branches 
which are to be shortened in 
the needled varieties such as 
pine, spruce, fir, and sequoia 
should be pruned back to a 
side branch or bud if one is 
present, or removed entirely 
if neither exist. 
In general, these species 
do not respond well to 
shearing unless it is done in 
mid to late spring while the 
Try Periwinkle 
For Late Sun 


For that flower bed ex­ 
posed to the afternoon sun 
try Madagascar Periwinkel. 
This plant is sometimes 
slow to become established 
during a cool spring as it 
seldom makes much growth 
till hot weather arrives. It is 
a tropical perennial but is 
usually grown as an annual. 
It will begin flowering while 
only a few inches tall and 
continues to grow and bloom 
until the first heavy frost. 
You will seldom find this 
plant listed as Madagascar 
Periwinkle in the nurseries 
or garden centers but rather 
as 
Vinca 
rosea 
or 
as 
periwinkle. 
Its 
correct 
scientific 
name 
is 
Catharanthus roseus, but 
there has been much con­ 
fusion regarding the proper 
nomenclature. Some writers 
list it as Vinca rosea, and 
others as Lochnera rosea. 
Regardless of what you 
may prefer to call it, this is 
one of the most colorful and 
reliable summer flowering 
plants for Texas Conditions. 
This shrubby plant produces 
an abundance of one to I-V2- 
inch, phlox-like flowers that 
seem to almost cover the 
glossy deep green leaves. 
The flowers can vary in 
color from pure white to pink 
or 
lavender 
rose. 
The 
common variety is usually 
rose colored and grows from 
18 to 30 inches in height. 
The 
newer 
dwarf 
or 
spreading varieties grow 
from eight to IO inches high 
and may spread as much as 
two feet. Some of the best 
varieties of the dwarf, 
compact 
types 
include 
Coquette and Little Pinkie, 
both 
having 
rosy 
pink 
flowers. Bright-Eyes has 
lustrous white flowers with a 
red center. These varieties 
make excellent edgings for 
flower and shrub borders. 
For use as a ground cover, 
as well as in hanging baskets 
or window boxes, try the 
trailing 
or 
spreading 
varieties. Two of the best are 
Polka Dot, a white flower 
with a cherry red center, and 
Rose Carpet having a rose 


flower with a deep red eye. 
Madagascar 
periwinkle 
are avialable in flats and 
trays from any good nursery 
or garden center this time of 
the year. Locate them in full 
sun or partial shade. They 
will thrive in almost any soil 
but will do best if liberal 
amounts of organic material 
have been added. 
The plants will bloom 
continuously if the soil is not 
allowed to get dry. An ap­ 
plication of complete fer­ 
tilizer should be made as the 
bed is prepared for planting 
and additional applications 
should be made every four 
weeks 
throughout 
the 
growing season. 
In nuetral or alkaline soil 
the foliage may turn yellow- 
due to iron chlorosis. This 
can be corrected by adding 
iron chelates or iron sulfate 
to the fertilizer at the rate 
recommended on the con­ 
tainer. 
There are almost no pests 
or diseases that will attack 
the Madagascar periwinkle 
and once established it will 
be a delight throughout the 
summer. The bright flowers 
and 
attractive 
foliage 
provide color during a period 
when very few other plants 
will bloom. 


plant is actively growing. 
During this period new 
growth may be cut or 
sheared without seriously 
damaging the shrub. 
Cutting the new growth, or 
candle as it is often called, 
while it is soft and succulent 
will 
encourage 
the 
production of new buds and 
thus new branches. 
Flowering 
evergreens 
such as the azalea should be 
pruned immediately after 
the blossoms have dried up. 
Pruning 
before 
will 
eliminate this year’s flowers 
and pruning too late will 
reduce flowering next year. 
The narrow-leafed species 
such as arborvitae, juniper, 
cedar, and yew may be 
pruned or sheared at any 
time. However, best results 
are obtained if pruning is 
done in late winter or early 
spring since new growth in 
the spring will soon cover the 
pruning wounds. 
Sculptured 
evergreen 
shrubs shaped into balls, 
cubes, animals, birds, or 
other forms have a charm 
when grouped together in the 
topiary garden of an ar­ 
boretum but look strange 
and out of place in the home 
garden. Bear in mind that 
the greater part of topiary 
work is done by wiring, and 
by a full-time staff of 
professional gardeners! 
Hedges are maintained to 
provide a more or less 
formal appearance. The 
more formal the hedge, the 
more care it requires. 
Informal hedges may only 
need pruning once a year, 
but formal hedges respond 
best to frequent shearing 
which removes very little 
growth each time. 
Pruning must be started 
when the hedge is only six to 
ten inches high. Heading is 
the correct procedure for 
hedges since it 
causes 
considerable branching and 
the 
dense 
growth 
so 
desirable. 
After the initial heading, 
the next branches should be 
headed at six to eight-inch 
intervals until the desired 
height is reached. 
Then, 
shearing should be back to 
one lateral branch of the 
previous year’s growth. 
A mistake commonly seen 
in hedges is the shearing to a

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shape resembling an 
in­ 
verted pyramid or trapezoid. 
Sheared in this way, not 
enough light reaches the 
lower branches and they 
become weakened and die, 
leaving a bare base which 
defeats the purpose of a 
hedge. A better approach is 
to prune so that the top is 


slightly narrower than the 
base. 
Shrubs are valued for their 
natural look and the ap­ 
plication of these simple 
pruning rules should keep 
them 
characteristically 
beautiful 
and 
happily 
growing within bounds for 
many years.

Dark blue curtains filtered 
out the afternoon light, 
leaving the reflections of a 
rotating silver ball to light 
the dance floor. 
Brennen put his cane on a 
table after one dance and sat 
down to “rest a little while 
and then I’ll dance again. I 
like the music very much. I 
heard this orchestra about 30 
years ago in Chicago and it 
still sounds the same.” 
But Aloysius P. Mulcahy, 
81, of Springfield wasn’t a bit 
tired. 
“ I’m dancing and since 
I’m alone I’m taking lots of 
partners. Some of them are 
tickled to death to be picked 


up to dance,” Mulcahy said. 
“It’s one of the most won­ 
derful things.” 
Ida Orrell, 79, of Amherst, 
who said she hadn’t danced 
“ since 
my 
grandson’s 
wedding IO years ago,” was 
stepping so lively her young 
escort was having trouble 
keeping up. 
Lombardo said playing for 
a 4:30 p m. dance was a new 
experience for him. 
“ But the crowd speaks for 
itself. I think ifs a terrific 
idea that could catch on 
across the country," he said. 
“ It’s a combination 
of 
everything — the time, the 
music. We’ve been playing 
for these people for many, 
many years since they were 
younger. They know all of 
the songs we play better than 
we do now,” Lombardo said. 
“ It’s the idea of something 
new, having a senior prom at 
this hour of the day,” added 
Grace Maher, president of

Golden Age Club. “ It’s 
something they’ll talk about 
for weeks after it takes 
place.”

DEAR POLLY — I need help. An orange crayon in the 
dryer ruined my daughter’s brand new IOO per cent 
polyester blouse. She had spent a long time searching 
for a long-sleeved blouse to wear with a vest so is there 
any way to remove these stains from a white blouse? 
Thanks for so many great tips to make a working 
mother’s life easier. — VIRGINIA. 
DEAR VIRGINIA — One laundry authority suggests 
loosening such stains with kitchen shortening, then app­ 
ly detergent to stain and work in until the outline of the 
stain is removed. Launder as usual. Repeat if necessary 
and pretreat with a liquid household cleaner. Bleach 
could be used if safe for the fabric. Test anything on 
fabric before plunging in. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Some time ago a reader asked how to 
remove crayon marks that got on clothing in the dryer. I had 
the same problem when a big purple crayon found its way into 
the dryer with our best permanent-press and double knit 
clothing. I thought the clothes were ruined when I saw these 
large spots but I saturated each spot thoroughly with that 
spray household cleaner that says on the label “Cleans most 
washable surfaces.

I 
let the clothing soak a short while in the washer, dumped some 
more of this cleaner in the machine and washed through the 
cycle. Every spot disappeared — the result was fantastic. —

signal on my car. When I pull on the light switch I clip the 
clothespin to my ignition key and then I can never turn off the 
engine and leave my car lights on. Saves batteries a lot. —

DEAR POLLY — When doing needlepoint I make a needle 
threader by using an old strand of copper wire from a discard­ 
ed extension cord. I bend the wire in half making a small loop 
at one end. thread the yarn through the loop and pull through 
the needle. This costs nothing, saves time and is less nerve 
wrecking.

DEAR POLLY — It is very practical to have small pockets 
on the inside or underside of slacks, jackets, coats, etc. that 
are just large enough to hold a folded bill. If your purse is 
grabbed or lost they do not get all your money.

Before storing fish in the refrigerator put a slice of bread in­ 
side the paper with it and the bread will absorb the fish odor 
Sew a large button on your apron above the pocket and while 
cooking hang a pot holder on the button so it is always handy.
